One and one-half pounds 
lean beef stew meat. 

One-third cup sifted all-pur- 
pose flour.

Two tablespoons shortening.

Cut beef in cubes. Blend 
flour, salt, pepper, mustard 
and paprika, and dredge meat 
with it.

Roast chicken has a 
special flavor when basted with 
Sauterne (but use Burgandy for 
turkey); broiled fish is special 
if Sauterne is spooned over it 
as it cooks. 

The less expensive cuts of 
beef are improved by marinat- 
ing them in Burgundy; try 
marinating chicken or fish in 
Sauterne before cooking. 

As for those convenience 
foods, discover what happens 
when you stir a teaspoon or two 
of Sherry into each plate of 
cream soup just before serving, 
or substitute about a fourth of 
a cup of Sherry for that amount 
of milk when making vanilla, 
butterscoth or chocolate pud- 
ding from a pudding mix. And 
when you want to be a little 
elegant, add a tablespoon of 
Sherry, Port or Muscatel to 
each cup of whipped cream.

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HENNINGS RAPS 
WITRHOLDING OF 
GAITHER REPORT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP) 
~— Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, said yes- 
terday the Administration’s re- 
fusal to release the Gaither 
report is in line with what he 
called its assertion of practical- 
ly unlimited power to withhold 
information from Congress. 

The report, recently submit- 
ted to the President by a group 
of prominent citizens after a 
long study of national security 
requirements, reportedly warns 
that the United States faces its 
gravest peril in history. 

Hennings said in a state- 
ment: 

“Withholding of information 
from both the public and Con- 
gress unfortunately seems to 
have become rather common- 
place in recent years, so it 
really shouldn’t surprise any- 
one that the Administration in- 
sists on keeping secret a docu- 
ment as embarrassing and ex- 
plosive as thé Gaither report is 
reputed to be.” 

Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, chairman of the 
Senate preparedness subcom- 
mittee, said Friday that group 
still was continuing its efforts 
to obtain the report. 

Heads Investigation. 

Hennings said the constitu- 
tional rights subcommittee he 
heads has been making a study 
for a year and a half of free- 
dom of information in this 
country and “the extent to 
which secrecy in government 
has affected the free speech 
and free press guarantees of 
the Constitution.” 

“In the course of this study,” 
he said, “the subcommittee 
staff has come across literally 
dozens of cases in which infor- 
mation has been withheld from 
Congress and the public by 
executive departments and 
agencies. 

“Frequently, when asked to 
explain on what legal ground 
they justified withholding in- 
formation from Congress, the 
executive departments and 
agencies involved have cited 
the constitutional principle of 
separation of powers.” 

Hennings said that in ef- 
fect they have asserted “that 
the executive branch of- the 
Government can withhold in- 
formation from Congress any 
time it feels that it should.” 

Administration Stand. 

Along with his statement, 
Hennings made public a letter 
he wrote last April to former 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., and a reply he 
received from William P. Rog- 
ers, then deputy attorney gen- 
eral and now the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

Rogers's reply said the ques- 
tion of whether congressional 
committees are entitle? to re- 
ceive executive papers deemed 
confidential was covered in a 
Justice Department study 
which he enclosed. 

This memorandum, which the 
Department of Justice said was 
prepared in 1953, cited prece- 
dents from the time of George 
Washington on for the refusal 
of executive agencies to make 
confidential documents avail- 
able to Congress. 

Hennings said that “in a nut- 
shell” the position of the Attor- 
ney General, as set forth in the 
memorandum, seemed to be

While 
we've let them squander billions 
on armaments—peace and freedom 
have. decreased everywhere.

A Dulles Reply? 


President Eisenhower's reply to Premier Bul- . 


ganin seems to us dominated by the views of 
Secretary Dulles, and therefore unencouraging 
to fruitful negotiation. . 

We would like to hope otherwise, and are 
glad that some observers interpret the note 
otherwise. May they prove right! 

The President does offer to discuss not only 
his proposals but those of Premier Bulganin. If 
this means that the machinery is to be set in 
motion for serious negotiation culminating in 
a summit conference, then Mr. Dulles has been 
overruled. But it is hard to believe this when, 
with one exception, so much of the note is de- 
voted to a restatement and reinforcement of 
positions previously taken by Mr. Dulles. 

* * . 

The exception is the proposal for dedicating 
outer space to “the peaceful uses of mankind.” 
As we stand on the threshold of the space age 
there is something inherently ludicrous in na- 
tions trying to stake out national claims to the 
approaches of this planet. Yet the same im- 
plements which aid the scientific exploration 
of space can be used, as the President said, for 
greatly increasing the capacity of the human 
race to destroy itself. There is only one rational 
course, and Mr. Eisenhower has pointed it out 
—the establishment of international control of 
space for peaceful purposes before it can be- 
come the platform of warlike purposes. 

In effect what the President suggests i$ a 
kind of non-aggression pact for outer space. 
Yet he rejects the idea of non-aggression. pacts 
for central Europe and the Middle East. Though 
it is true that the United Nations Charter al- 
ready pledges its members not to use force, our 
country has not hesitated to supplement the 
Charter with many less comprehensive pacts. 
Though it is true that a peace pact alone can- 
not guarantee peace, neither can the signing of 
such pacts alone do harm. The United States 
takes an unfavorable position before the world 
when it rigidly rejects them.

Nor do we inspire confidence among our 
ellies by seemingly opposing negotiation of such 
political issues as the future of Germany and 
the proposals for a demilitarized zone in central 
Europe. The President gives the impression 
that our minds are closed on Germany and 
central Europe when he repeats a statement 
frequently made by Mr. Dulles that the Russians 
at the Geneva conference agreed to the reuni- 
fication of Germany on our formula of free 
elections. 

The fact is that the Russians agreed to con- 
sider reunification within the framework of a 
general European security arrangement. The 
additional fact is that American policy has 
consistently opposed attempts to work out such 
a security arrangement. Instead we have been 
committed to the idea of bringing a united and 
rearmed Germany into the Western alliance— 
something any Russian government would vigor- 
ously oppose. | 

This is the kind of basic political issue which 
must be settled if a fruitful approach to dis- 
armament is to be hoped for. The President 
would have inspired the world had he sug- 
gested to Premier Bulganin earnest negotiation 
on such questions.

Hearing an Important Case 

A case whose decision may have an important 
bearing on anti-segregation activities in the 
South is on the Supreme Court’s docket in 
Washington this week. At stake is the legal 
status of the National Association of Colored 
People in Alabama—and by implication in seven 
other Southern states which have taken legisla- 
tive or court action to restrain the N.A.A.C.P. 


Eighteen months ago the Attorney General of 
Alabama obtained an injunction which prohib- 
ited the operation of the N.A.A.C.P. in that 
state. The injunction’s effectiveness was based 
on dubious procedure. The state charged the 
N.A.A.C.P. had failed to comply with a law re- 
quiring out-of-state corporations to register with 
the Secretary of State. But the prohibiting 
order was issued without a hearing on the day 
it was applied for, and when the N.A.A.C.P. 
sought to answer it on the grounds of the non- 
applicability of the statute, the court ordered 
the production of the membership list, records 
and correspondence. The penalty was a $10,000 
fing and this was increased to $100,000 after 
five days. , 


The N.A.A.C.P. has lost its appeals in the 
Alabama Supreme Court and the case is before 
Chief Justice Warren and his colleagues to see 
whether federal rights<have been discriminated 
against by Alabama. «Meantime an impressive 
number of organizations have filed briefs on 
the side of the N.A.A.C.P. as “friends of the 


court.” Some Quaker, Jewish, Baptist. and 
other church groups have declared lves. 
So have the American Veterans . 


American Civil Liberties Union, and the a 
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aldermanic efforts in this field. It is based not 
on whims, not on intuition, not on 
hood pressures but on the recommendations of 
the professional traffic engineers who made the 
$35,000 Barton survey. 

If the Aldermen now follow Mr. Cervantes’s 
leadership and adopt the measure, as they cer- 
tainly should, 297 four-way stops will be trane- 
formed into two-way stops and 195 school stops 
will be eliminated entirely. 

In addition 44 two-way stops at other inter- 
sections will be reversed to place the stop 
against the lesser traffic stream rather than 
against the principal flow where the aldermen 
now require it. Another 28 two-way stops will 
be replaced with “Yield” signs. 

These proposals are designed to carry out 
those recommendations of the Barton report 
that can be put into effect without the expendi- 
ture of substantial sums of money. To imple- 
ment all phases of the engineers’ survey, which 
was aimed to create a 150-mile “no-stop” traffic 
system in the ‘city, would require as much as 
$2,000,000. This would pay for electric signals 
that would replace four-way stops at some 202 
other intersections and for the equipment to co- 
ordinate the signals into a flexible system. 

Unfortunately, no money is available for these 
facilities because the Aldermen diverted .about 
$800,000 from parking meter revenues into the 
general revenue fund last July. 

Traffic control by aldermanic politics has 
given St. Louis one of the least efficient sys- 
tems in the country.- If the Aldermen now 
are prepared to aceept professional and expert 
advice in this field, as the Cervantes bill sug- 
gests they may be, everyone who drives an au- 
tomobile or rides a bus in the city is sure to 
benefit. 


The principle of seeking professional advice 
in technical matters and then acting on it is a 
good one. Under the leadership of Alderman 
James W. Noonan of the Third Ward the Alder- 
men have been following it in the field of zon- 
ing. St. Louisans will hope that Alderman Cer- 
vantes can persuade his colleagues to deal with 
traffic the way Mr. Noonan persuaded them to 
handle zoning problems.

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; ‘ Few Mourners 

News accounts indicate that the Daily Worker, 
now defunct Communist newspaper in New 
York, has sought to present itself as a victim 
of governmental harassment. In an editorial 
announcement it attributes its demise to a cam- 
paign against its readers, newsstand dealers and 
advertisers by agents of the government in 
Washington. Had there been no prosecution of 
Communists or outlawry of their party by act of 
Congress, the Daily Worker still would have hit 
the skids eventually. The fact is that the small 
band of party faithful in New York is split down 
the middle between William Z. Foster’s Stalinist 
camp and the John Gates group, whose leader 
has now quit the party. Dissension hit the 
Daily Worker harder than the law. It enjoyed 
a freedom of the press which its doctrine would 
deny to others, and precious few will regret 
to see it go. 
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An Essential Task 


It is very difficult to understand why no 
agency concerned with national defense has 
kept a running box score on relative military 
standings of the United States and the Commu- 
nist bloc of nations. The provision of what 
might be called a “where-we-stand” assessment 
seems most essential. 

The lack of such a-rating is revealed by the 
news: that a proposal is now before the National 
Security Council, for a means of measuring at 
all times just where this country and the Com- 
munist bloc stand in the cold war and arms race. 
The seriousness of this lack is well illustrated 
by what occurred last November when Allen 
Dulles, head of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
testified before the Senate Preparedness sub- 
committee. He said the Soviets had been test- 
ing ballistic missiles since 1952 and that the 
United States was vulnerable to submarine 
based missile attack. The Senators were shocked. 


Questioning brought out that the CIA ‘Wad had 
this information for several years and had re- 
layed it to the top military body of the land— 
the National Security Council, which is headed 
by the President and includes the Secretaries 
of State and Defense. The CIA, strictly con- 
fined to foreign intelligence, could not point 
directly to the glaring missile deficiencies. in 
our services. And the NSC did not care to note 
these .deficiencies.. In, other words, the Gov- 
ernment had the facts but full use was not made 
of them and they were not properly evaluated. 

The proposal before the President now is for

We cannot quite understand why a new 
agency reeds to be created to do what an exist- 
ing agency ought to do.

Why isn’t this being done? Why aren't orders 
given that it should be done? Those are the 
questions that should be answered before a new 
agency is set up to perform an obviously essen- 
tial task.

The most clearly visible problems 
in education have often been enu-

Public Opinion been a part of the

But somewhere 
along the path, when the dream was 
being translated into reality, the proc- 
ess of simply going to school replaced 
the real meaning of education.

In our great leveling process, in 
our emphasis on equality, often at 
the cost of intruding on individual 
liberties, we have failed to consider 
that not all people are equally capable 
of being educated. ‘ But the great 
push goes on. The result is that 
today all schools are filled with peo- 
ple but that among these there are 
very few real students. 


Quantity for Quality 


Nowhere has this emphasis on 
wholesale school attendance, this re- 
placement of quality with quantity, 
done more harm than in our most 
important training ground for truly 
useful citizens, the colleges and uni- 
versities. 

Bluntly stated, the big problem in 
Remy Sivonen today is that there 
are many people going to col- 
lege who don’t belong there, people 
unequipped with the basic emotional 
maturity and intellectual capacity to 
meet the strict demands inherent in 
the traditional educational process. 

The overcrowding and shortage of 
adequate facilities are in large meas- 
ceable to the presence

er education is not limited to the cur- 
rent generation alone. Those who 
will teach future students are going 
to college now, and if the effective- 
ness of teaching them is diminished 


by dilution of academic standards ~ 


caused by overcrowding, then their 
effectiveness as future teachers will 
also be diminished. 


When the legal pressures which 


keep a young person in school elapse 
at about the age of college entrance, 
social pressures take over. The A.B. 
degree has come to be considered 
the master key to a successful life, 
and has almost attained the position 
of a social necessity. That the meth- 


ods used to achieve the degree have. 


become debased means little. The 
degree is all. 

Thus an ever-growing crowd flocks 
to the campuses in search of, not 
education, but an academic degree. 
To accommodate this influx both the 
secondary schools and the univer- 
sities have lowered their academic 
standards, have liberalized their proc- 
ess of selection. And 80, many peo- 
ple who have no idea of what the 
purpose of a university really is are 
enrolled. 


Learning Is Subsidiary 


One of the aims of higher educa- 
tion, we are repeatedly reminded, is 
to help mold and channel the life 
values of the individual. But what 
are the values most.obvious in college 
life today? 

Much of the college population, al- 
most immediately, relegates learning 
to a subsidiary position. A student’s 
social life and something vaguely 
known as “having fun” often take 
precedence over academic matters. 
More attention is given to the culti- 
vation of the personality than to 
books. Underlying all is the seldom- 
mentioned but always consciously per- 
ceived wish for success, both in col- 
lege and later life. 

This driving desire for achieve- 
ment within, but not of, the academic 
community, this “success disease” as 
it has been called, is having a serious 
effect on the values of university 
life. Not only does it threaten to 
turn colleges into rified trade 
schools but it also adversely affects 
the whole raison d’etre of the uni- 
versity. 


Education for Minority? 


_ When the emphasis on the honor 
of learning is replaced by emphasis 
on the honor of success as currently 
intepreted, universities have lost their 
utility and their justification. 

Education must once again become 
and be recognized as the province of 
the educable minority. Only if ad- 

on requirements are raised, only 
if there is a forced de-emphasis on 
the social aspects of, university life 
can this be brought about. 

Much of the blame for the current 
difficulties in university education 
can laid to the universities them- 
selves. Only if they themselves act 
can some solution be, achieved.

(Dial, 376 pgs., $3.95.) 

Londoner Hugo Pemberton wants 
to be a writer. So does his wife, 
Diana. Family tradition, however, dic- 
tates that Hugo ghall affiliate with 
Pemberton Ltd., the family’s ances- 
tral firm. Cousin Justin Pemberton, 
director of the company, urges Hugo 
to join the firm and attack a stagger- 
ing financial overdraft. Hugo is un- 
certain what course to follow.

AS WE HAVE SEEN, the best way te pian family 
finances is to do it for the whole year ahead because only 
in this way can one be sure of catching all predictable 
expenses, and a cash forecast enables one to estimate the 
flow of cash each month. 

Generally it is a simple matter to estimate income be- 
cause it is received from only a few sources. But, where 
the money goes is a far different matter. We are not 
likely to overlook large items like rent or mortgage pay- 
ments, but we are apt to forget many of the small items, 
odds and ends so to speak, unless we batten down and 
make a record of them.

faith imposes an increas- 
,ing burden on the clerics. 
The ministers and the 
rabbis and the priests 
have the people with 
them. The job is to hold 
them. Piety alone will 
not do it. It isnot enough 
for a preacher to sit up 
in the late hours penning 
the outline of a sermon. 
He must be a bridge be- 
tween God and man and 
a bridge is intended to be stepped on, 

As a reporter, I have covered services in almost every 
type of church and in each I have learned something. The 
zeal of the Negro preacher in the red clay country of 
Georgia was, to me, no less impressive than the Fifth ave- 
nue minister who spoke with remote eloquence or the 
Irish missionary who glared into our eyes and roared that 
all of us would be going to hell unless we mended our ways. 


JIM BISHOP 


Where the preacher fails—and 1 speak only 
as a communicant—is when he implies, by atti- 
tude and by indirection—that he has the personal 
indorsement of God and you have not. The more 
aloof he is, the further he removes himself from 
his people. The holier he is, the more he places 
an ecclesiastical moat between himself and the 
sinners whom he should serve. 


The more he emphasizes the wrath of God, the less 
he discusses God's love for all men. The more he calls 
for justice, the less he knows about mercy. No sinner wants 


If justice is what he cries for, then he is a living 
saint. 


MAN ALWAYS REACHES toward the stars as he 
creeps toward the grave. The atheist’s soul is no less 
worthy of salvation than the martyr’s. In many ways, the 
atheist is a better target for the cleric than the martyr. 

I have never met an atheist who was insincere, This 
is like saying I have never met a blind man who could 
The atheist has a sightless soul. He looks upon all 
churches as million dollar rackets, and the holy men as 
simpering fakers. He lacks the gift of faith. He is super- 
practical, he thinks. 

Because he has not seen God, he will not believe, It 
should be of some interest to him to know that men who 
never saw an atom, split it. So, in his empty spiritual 
world, he searches for preachers who have fallen into pub- 
lic disrepute and he says: “There is your church. Your 
minister is a crook. An adulterer. He is no better than I.” 


You might remind him, the next time he 
reads about a bank clerk absconding with funds, 
that all of us had better withdraw our money from 
all the banks. The church—any church—is bigger . 
than any of its components. The Man of God in 
the soiled surplice is only one sinner in millions. 
He needs the prayers of the sinner more than 
they need his because his debt is deeper. 


The desperate need today is for the clerics to come 
closer to the people. In my church—the Roman Catholic— 
the priest spends most of his time with his back to the 
people. In Jerusalem, at St. Stephen’s Church, a French 
priest said mass at a small table facing the perp from 
inside the altar rail. 

Before the consecration, he handed two silver plates 
to an altar boy. One was heavy with the Sacred Host. 
One was empty. The acolyte passed among the people, 
from pew to pew. The people who were in a state of grace 
took the communion from the one plate and placed. it 
on the other, 

When the plate got back to the altar, the priest conse- 
crated the communion, It was a moving thing to watch. 
The people and the priest were as one in the holy sacrifice 
of the mass. 


IN THE FIRST SYNAGOGUE in Teaneck, N. J., I sat 
and watched Rabbi Samuel Geffen go through Friday 
night services and the ceremony, like those of other 
churches, was formal and prescribed. To make up for 
the lack of rapprochement between him and his people, 
he met all of them in his office afterward. At that time, 
they became as one with him. 

At St. George’s-by-the-River, the Rev. Canon George 
Robertshaw leaves services to stand at the door and here, 
as the parishioners file out, he becomes a part of his 
people. He becomes their bridge between the everyday 
world of small triumphs and huge heartache, and God. 

The clerics never had'a better opportunity than they 
have right now. As people approach God through the 
minister, so might the minister get closer to God through 
the people.

ALTHOUGH JEAN PAUL 
GETTY has been publicized re- 
cently as the richest man in 
America, very little has been 
written about him through the 
years. An occasional news item 
detailing one of the more sen- 
sational facts about one of his 
five divorces, or an obscure 
item about an oil deal which 
meant millions to him but little 
to the average citizen is all the 
research material available in 
newspaper files. 

Getty cherished this ano- 
nymity. Now that he has been 
identified as a man worth from 
$700,000,000 to a billion dol- 
lars, he no longer can remain 
the mysterious figure he has 
been in the past. 

Here then is the story of his 
life: 

He was born in Minneapolis, 
Minn., Dec. 15, 1892. His father, 
George Franklin Getty, a law- 
yer, was of Irish descent. His 
mother, the former Sarah Mc- 
Pherson Risher, was Scottish. 
Their only other child, a daugh- 
ter, died before Paul was born. 

George Franklin Getty was 
contributing to his family’s 
support by the time he was 12 
years old. By 1903, he had 
saved $5000 and gone to Okla- 
homa, then still Indian terri- 
tory, to go into the oil busi- 
ness. He struck oil 36 times 
before his first “duster” or dry 
hole and became a self-made 
wealthy man. 

Later, the family moved to 
California and son Paul attend- 
ed the University of Southern 
California in Los Angeles and 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. He also received a 
diploma from Oxford Univer- 
sity in England. 

At Oxford, he studied po- 
litical science and economics 
and learned some economics 
on his own. 

“My father did not believe 
in big allowances,” he remi- 
nisced. “When I was 21, I 
traveled around the world on 
an allowance of $210 a month. 
Transportation is; of course, a 
major item in expenses and 
I had to watoh the pennies. 
Many times I went without 
lunch in order to be. able to 
buy a good dinner.” 

After the world tour, he 
joined his father’s business. 
His first well was a dry hole 
but this was his last failure. 
Two years later he had made 
$250,000. His specialty was 
trading low-priced oil leases, 
often getting a local bank to 
do the bidding for him to s¢are 
off competitors. On one oc- 
casion he picked up a lease 
for $500 which he sold four 
months later at a profit of 
$39,500. When he was 23, he 
figured he had enough money 
to retire. He did so but four 


years later he was back at 
work. He said he did so to 
take some of the load off his 
father. 

In 1923 he married for the 
first time, in 1926 for the sec- 
ond, in 1928 for the third. In 
1930 his father died of a 
stroke and Paul became presi- 
dent and general manager of 
George F. Getty, Inc. He re- 
ceived only $500,000 of his 
father’s $15,000,000 estate at 
that time, his mother receiv- 
ing the remainder. Some say 
that George Getty was ans 
noyed over his son’s marital 
escapades. 

In 1932 at the depth of the 
depression. Paul Getty ac- 
quired his fourth wife and also 
began acquiring property that 
was to raise him from the 
ranks of the mere millionaires. 
Prices were at rock bottom. 
Other investors were holding 
off. Getty bought. That was 
the secret of his amazing finan- 
cial success. 


A LAWYER long associated 
with him explained: 

“He looked to other compa- 
nies and purchased their stocks 
which in those days were priced 
far less on the market than 
their assets. With acumen that 
was unusual, he bought up 
stocks of companies that had 
immense reserves. Against the 
opinion of -others, he bought 
and acquired control of assets 
vastly in excess of his personal 
fortune. By the use of assets 
of corporations he acquired, he 
was able to control others. 
Many companies he controlled 
had stock in corporations he 
wanted to get control of.” 


Besides his flair for invest- 
ments, he had a tremendous ca- 
pacity for work and study. An 
engineer in one of his oilfields 
once said, “He knows more 
about oil than any boss I've 
met.’ 

In 1939 Getty took still an- 
other wife, and two years later 
published his first book. It was 
called “A History of the Oil 
Business of George Franklin 
and J. Paul Getty, 1903-39.” It 
has been called a “do-it-your- 
self” book on becoming a bil- 
lionaire.

went in and found it, I would 
have looked the fool.” 

Getty is no fool. In May 
1953, oil was discovered. The 
wells are now turning out 50,- 
000 barrels a day. 

Getty Oil Co.,in which Getty 
and his family own 81 per cent 
of the common stock, has as- 
sets of over $163,000,000, but 
this is only the beginning of 
Getty’s holdings. This company 
in turn owns others, some of 
which own still others. There 
is the Tidewater Oil Co. ‘assets 
$680,000,000), half of which be- 
longs to the Mission Develop- 
ment Co., half of which be- 
longs to the Getty Oil Co. 
Gétty also owns half of the 
Mission Corp., which owns 10 
per cent of Mission Develop- 
ment, 3 per cent of Tidewater 
and half of the Skelly Oil Co. 
Skelly in turn owns a third of 
Pacific Western Oil Co., Ltd., 
the other two-thirds of which 
belongs to the Getty Oil Co. 
which is where you came in. 

All of this is confusing to 
the average person, who finds 
it easier to understand Getty’s 
other holdings, such as the 
Minnehoma Insurance Co., Ho- 
tel Pierre in New York, a new 
hotel in Acapulco, Mexico, the 
Spartan Aircraft Co. in Tulsa, 
a realty corporation, and Tide- 
water Oil's fleet of tankers. 

Not the least of Getty’s pos- 
sessions is his museum of art 
in his Santa Monica (Calif.) 
home. The Getty Museum is 
open to the public two days a 
week but otherwise is closed 
behind a 10-foot stone wall and 
heavy iron gates which open 
by an electric eye. The mu- 
seum has been called a Wal- 
lace Collection in miniature. 

Among its paintings are two 
Rubens, which are Getty’s per- 
sonal favorites, a Titian, a Tin- 
toretto, .and Gainsborough’s 
portrait of James Christie, auc- 
tioneer and founder of Chris-

tie’s where Getty has been a 
powerful bidder. 

There are Beauvais tapes- 
tries designed by Francois 
Boucher, rare. Savonnerie car- 
pets, a collection of ancient 
Greek and Roman sculpture, 
including some of the Elgin 
marbles. Finally there is one 
of the greatest collections of 
French Eighteenth Century 
furniture. 

“We reckon our collection as 
the finest in the world,” Sir 
James Mann, director of the 
Wallace Collection, told Getty. 
“Yours is No. 2. The Louvre 
is No, 3.” 


IN HIS art collection, Getty 
again showed his flair for buy- 
ing the right thing at the right 
moment. Many of his treasures 
were acquired at prices far be- 
low their normal market value. 

“Due to my father’s pru- 
dence and business foresight, 
I was fortunate enough to have 
cash in the depression years,” 
said Getty. “Some of it I de- 
voted to works of art, and I’ve 
never regretted it.” 

One example of his canny 
buying is his giant Boucher 
tapestry, once owned by the 
Portuguese royal 
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came into the hands of French 


& Co., New York art dealers, 
and was sold for $250,000. 
Then the depression inter- 


vened and the buyer found he 
could not pay. Few other buy- 
ers were in a position to make 
offers for a thing on such a 
scale. Getty made an offer of 
$65,000 and to his surprise, 
was accepted. 

A FRIEND, Ethel LeVane, 
assisted Getty in writing a 
book about his collection. On 
a pilgrimage through Europe, 
they dug into the history of 
the Getty treasures and col- 
lected a few more on the way. 
The result was the book, “Col- 
lector’s Choice,” which has 
sold many thousands of copies 
in three languages. It did not 
make Getty any poorer. 

Getty’s sidelines along with 
his business might be said to 
be a living example of that old 
saw, “Them that has, gits:” 

But there is another old saw, 
“Money can't buy happines.” 
And all of his financial wiz- 
ardry hasn't been able to get 
everything for America’s rich- 
est man,

A Call to 


Re-evaluate 
Our Goals

NEW YORK. 

WITH CONGRESS back in 
session, I must say I am dis- 
couraged to read that its lead- 
ers are concerned primarily 
with the military arms race 
with the U.S.S.R. 

I am beginning to think that 
it is much more important to 
stop thinking about the Soviet 
Union and concern themselves 
with those things we consider 
necessary for our own well- 
being, at the same time giving 
due consideration to our re- 
sponsibility to the world. 

We in this country are the 
showcase for the rest of the 
world—a country which since 
its inception has been dedi- 
cated to the principles of de- 
mocracy and freedom. 

We, as a people, at the 
present time need to stop 
and re-evaluate the objec- 
tives for which we build and 
defend our nation. We want 
to be free—free to think, to 
debate, to meet togetheer, to 
express ourselves, to forge 
through these means the 
Policies to be carried out by 
those we elect to office. 

Our ultimate aim is _ to 
achieve through freedom, a 
better and happier existence. 
We want to live democratically, 
and this implies consideration 
of the needs and wishes of 
others. 

Of course, we should not 
become so weak and defense- 
less as to tempt a potential 
aggressor. But in giving the 
impression that all our forces 
are bent in meeting the 
Soviet Union's military chal- 
lenge, we show a lack of 
realization of what today’s 
real challenge is. 


When did the world actu- 
ally become most conscious of 
the influence of the United 
States? 

In traveling throughout the 
world we discover that it was 
the dynamic spirit showed by 
the American people in meete- 
ing and conquering the. de- 
pression that made the deepest 
impression on other peoples, 
particularly those in underde- 
veloped areas. 

These peoples realized that 
here was a government con- 
cerned with the well-being of 
its individual citizens, giving 
them hope that some day they 
might have a government 
equally concerned with them 
as individuals. 

This became their concept of 
the meaning of democracy, and 
the United States represented 
in their minds a way of life 
that might bring them greater 
happiness. 

If we are going to regain this 
influence, we must begin to 
forge a concrete program, first 
taking a good look at the needs 
of our own nation and never 
forgetting that we have what 
the Soviet Union does not have 
—a surplus of food.
